ABOUT THE ROYAL IRISH BRIGADE 

MILITARY TATTOO 

THE ROYAL INNISKILLING FUSILIERS 

The Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers take their name from Enniskillen town in 
Ireland, which stands on an island commanding Upper and Lower Lough 
Erne, a natural fortress. There, in 1688, the ancestors of the present Innis- 
killings twice held off a force of 7,000 French troops under the deposed 
James II, the second time chasing James' men to within thirty miles of 
Dublin. 

In 1689 William III landed in Ireland and led the Enniskilleners to vic¬ 
tory on the banks of the Boyne. The King put the Regiment under the 
British Army and took it to fight the French. The Inniskillings were present 
for the storming of Namur in 1695. 

In 1745 the Regiment fought the Battle of Falkirk and later it took part 
in the Seven Years' War and the American War of Independence, both 
terminating for the Inniskillings in the West Indies with the capture first of 
Martinique and Havanna and then of St. Lucia. 


In a new struggle with the French, the Inniskillings recaptured St. Lucia 
in 1796, went through the contests at Alexandria and the Peninsular War, 
and fought with conspicuous gallantry in the Battle of Waterloo. After that 
famous battle Wellington said of the Regiment, "They saved the center of 
my line." (Continued on Page 6)

The Inniskillings served in the Indian Mutiny and in World War I 
played a proud part at Gallipoli and on the Western Front. In World War 
II its losses on the Garrigliano and at Cassino were so great that the rem¬ 
nants of the troops were withdrawn to Egypt. Regrouping the various 
units, the Inniskillings returned to Italy for the victorious advance into 
Austria. 

The Regimental motto is "Nee Aspera Terrent" (Difficulties do not 
dismay). 

THE ROYAL ULSTER RIFLES 

The Royal Ulster Rifles was founded in 1793 as Britain prepared to 
fight the Revolutionary Government of France. Among the Regiments 
raised at this time, or regrouped to augment the British Army, were the 
Antrim Militia, the Royal Downshire Militia, the Louth Militia and the 83rd 
and 86th Foot, which today form the first six battalions of the Royal Ulster 
Rifles. The 83rd originated in Ireland, and the 86th had Irish recruits as 
early as 1794. In 1810, for gallantry at Bourbon, it had won the title, "Royal 
County Down Regiment." 

Elements of the Regiment fought against the Maroons in the West Indies, 
against the Dutch at the Cape of Good Hope and against the Sepoy Mutin¬ 
eers in India, and one part of the 83rd Foot was given the title, "County of 
Dublin Regiment." Meanwhile a second part of the Regiment had won

eleven Battle Honours under Sir John Moore in the Peninsular War, while 
the 86th Foot had gained distinction under Sir Ralph Abercromby against 
Napoleon's forces in Egypt and had won four Victoria Crosses during the 
Indian Mutiny. 

Amalgamation as "The Royal Irish Rifles" occurred in 1881 as the 
Regiment embarked for service against the Boers. In 1899 they fought a 
famous and heroic rear-guard action at Stormberg Junction in South Africa.

THE ROYAL IRISH BRIGADE — MILITARY TATTOO—Continued) 

During World War I, the Royal Irish Rifles won 46 Battle Honours. 
Fighting for the main part in France and Flanders, the Regiment was con¬ 
spicuous at Mons in 1914 and at Neuve Chapelle in 1915. In 1921 the 
Regiment became the Royal Ulster Rifles. 

In the last war both regular Battalions — the first from the sky, the 
second from the sea — took part in the landings in Normandy on D-Day. 


THE ROYAL IRISH FUSILIERS (Princess Victoria's) 

The Regiment of whom Field Marshall Viscount Alexander has said, 
"When the cause of liberty was at stake, these men never counted the 
cost," came into being, as did the Royal Ulster Rifles, in 1793. At first 
there were two Regiments, the 87th and 89th Foot, which since 1881 have 
been the First and Second Battalions of the Royal Irish Fusiliers. 

The baptism of fire for both Regiments came in 1794 at Alost. The 
87th, or Prince of Wales Irish, followed the French Revolutionary War west 
to the Indies and the 89th east to Egypt. At the Battle of Alexandria in 
1801 the 89th were the first troops to enter the Citadel.

Mauritius brought the two Regiments together again in battle. Cam¬ 
paigns in India then claimed the 87th, while the 89th went to Java and 
Sumatra. A Second Battalion of the 87th excelled in the Peninsular War at 
Barossa, Vittoria, Orthez and Toulouse. For its gallantry while making the 
first capture of a French Eagle, the Prince Regent ordered that the Regi¬ 
ment bear as a badge of honour an Eagle with a wreath of laurel above the 
harp. 

In 1827, after fighting in the Burmese War, the 87th became known as 
the Irish Fusiliers. In 1833 the Princess Victoria, performing her first public 
ceremony, presented the Colours to the 89th prior to their service in the 
West Indies, Canada, the Crimea, and India at the time of Mutiny. When 
the two Regiments combined, therefore, they took the title "Princess Victoria's 
(Royal Irish Fusiliers)." As such they fought in Egypt in 1882 and the Sudan 
in 1884. 

This title was borne through the Boer War and World War I, in which 
the deeds of gallantry of the Regiment's fourteen battalions were legion. 

The title was altered before World War II. The Regiment that endured 
the seige of Malta, survived Dunkirk and was in the Brigade that first en¬ 
tered Tunis was "The Royal Irish Fusiliers (Princess Victoria's)." 



THE WOMEN'S ROYAL ARMY CORPS 

The Women's Royal Army Corps, an integral part of the Regular British 
Army, was formed in 1949 to succeed the Auxiliary Territorial Services. 

At home and overseas, for example in Cyprus, Aden and the Far East, 
WRAC works with 23 Arms and Services, in 30 trades, including radar and 
signal operations, as drivers and other capacities. 

Officers are employed in Staff appointments and Regimental duties 
and some are specialists in such fields as Electrical Engineering and 
Education. 

Many Irish girls serve in the WRAC, among them the enlisted personnel 
and officers who will be appearing here.
